ARTICLE XIII. 


TO THE VOTERS OP CONNBLLSVILLE: — 


On February 6lh, 1916, the Board of School Directors adopted a resolution 


providing for submitting to the people the proposition to authorize an increase hi 
the school bonded debt to the extent of Two Hundred and Fifty Thousand ($250,- 
000.00) Dollars, the proceeds thereof to be used for the erection of a, Central Build- 
ing on the West Side, and a building to take the place of the Fourth Ward structure, 
and provide for the overcrowded conditions in the High School and outlying dis- 
tricts. The building to be used as z> combination Junior and Senior High School. 


On March 10th, 1916, the Board inaugurated a publicity campaign. It has 


since caused a series of articles-to lie published in the local press in which the peo- 
ple have been informed as to the, conditions that exist in the schools of Connells- 
ville and the manner in which the voting of further bonding power will relievo these 
conditions:

The members of the Board of School Directors are serving the people without 


remuneration. They hope to see out of their efforts a further healthy development 
of the local school system in the years to come along lines of policy that will bring 
big results to the children of the city.

The Board of School Directors has viewed this great problem fiom even' angle. 
The members of the Board, being taxpayers themselves, have no desire to offer lor 
the endorsement of the people any plan that will place an unnecessary burden of 
taxation upon the shoulders of the people. They therefore suggest the wisdom of 
approving this manner of financing the affairs of the School District SO THAT TlfiS 
EXPENSE OF BUILDING FOR THE FUTUHE MAY RT5 SETARED BY THE 
TAXPAYERS OF TilB FUTURE. SHOULD THE BONDS BE AUTHORIZED BY 
THE PEOPLE THEY WILL BE SOLD ONLY AS TJIE FUNDS ARE NEEDED. 


Tho Board believes that the people of Comiellsvillc will approach this matter 


on election day with the single thought of doing justice to the interests of THK 
CHILDREN OP THE COMMUNITY. 


Tho voters who favor the bond issue will put an "X" after the woid "YES" in 


tho ballot tomorrow.
